Cumulative 
Grade Plan 


The Southern Illinois Univer- 
sity Board of Trustees Friday 
approved revisions in admis- 
sion, retention, graduation and 
degree standards for the South- 
western campus. 

The changes had been de- 
veloped by the curriculum coun- 
cil of the Southwestern Univer- 
sity Senate and approved by 
SIU-SW President John Rendle 
man and Vice-President and 
Provost Andrew Kochman. 

The changes are effective for 
the fall quarter of 1972. 

Concerning admissions, under 
the revisions of the minimum 
course load for students ad- 
mitted on’a probationary status 
is reduced from eight to six 
quarter hours. The change was 
made so that probationary stu 
dents would have to carry two 
courses, rather than three, said 
S. Joseph Gore, curriculum 
council chairman. 

Concerning retention, under 
the revisions, when a student's 
cumulative grade average falls 
below 3.00 (on a scale of 5.00 
for an “A"), he is given a 
scholastic jwarning. Under pres- 
ent policy, the student’s indi- 
vidual quarter grade average is 
used to determine scholastic 
warning. 

The cumulative grade aver- 
age, rather than the individual 
quarter grade average, also will 
be used to determine scholastic 
probation and scholastic sus- 
pension, more serious measures 
than scholastic warning. 

The revised retention stand- 
ards were recommended be- 
cause the curriculum council 
believed that a student’s cum- 
ulative grade average is a more 
reliable indicator of academic 
ability than his individual quar- 
ter grade average, said Gore, 
an associate professor in the 
Education Division at SIU-SW.

Chicago—Earnings of Amsted 
Industries in its first fiscal 
quarter ended Dec. 31, 1971, 
were up substantially from 
those of the disappointing quar- 
ter a year ago. Net income was 
$2,238,000, or 81 cents per share, 
compared to $998,000, or 36 
cents per share last year. 
Sales were $68,774,000 com- 
pared to $65,582,000 a year ago, 
it was reported by Joseph B. 
Lanterman, chairman, and Goff 
Smith, president. They also re- 
ported that at a board of direc- 
tors meeting last week a divi- 
dend of 50 cents per share was 
declared payable on March 15 
to stockholders of record as of 
the close of business on Feb. 18, 
1972. 

This is an increase from the 
40 cents per share that was 
paid in each calendar quarter 
in 1971, and is within Phase II 


Amsted owns 
American Steel Foundries plant 
in Granite City. 

The executives said that 
“shipments of industrial prod- 
ucts were up primarily as the 
result of an increased demand 
for construction’ and building 
products — such as cast iron 
pressure pipe, clay pipe and 
precoating of metals. 

“Sales of railroad products 
were off because of a reduction 
in the number of new freight 
cars produced.” 

They noted that factors con- 
tributing to the improved earn- 
ings, in addition to higher sales, 
included the lower price of 
metal scrap, a major raw mate- 
rial used ‘by the company’s 
foundry plants, reduced interest 
expense, and improvement in 
operations at the cast iron pres- 
sure pipe plant in Florence, 
N. J., which had severe operat- 
ing problems a year ago. 

The unfilled order backlog at 
Dec. 31 was about $61,000,000, or 
20% higher than a year ago. 

Lanterman and Smith said 
Phase II controls: and the un- 
certainties they create make it 
difficult to forecast results for 
the year as a whole. 

Expenditures for plant and 
equipment amounted to 
$1,000,000 in the first fiscal 
quarter and are expected to 
total about $9,000,000 for the 
year. 

‘At Dec, 31, the company’s 
total amounted to $4,333,000, 
dawn a little over $2,300,000 
from the beginning of the fiscal 
year.

‘A. 0, Smith Corp. of Texas 
susbtantially reduced its loss 
from the previous year. The 
later affiliate produces line pipe 


> for the transportation of natural 


gas and petroleum products. 
Smith mentioned a number of 
adverse factors which affected 
Ay O. Smith in 1971. 
“Qne. of the major factors, he 
said, was President Nixon's 
freeze and controls programs. 
While these programs also had 
some positive effects, on -bal- 
ance they hurt 1971 earnings. 


Also, Smith said, the slower 
than expected economic recov- 
ery hurt the company’s Clark 
Control division, which manu- 
factures industrial control sys- 
tems. 

The company’s Meter Sys- 
tems Division was affected last 
year by a strike, market devel- 
opment costs in Europe and a 
severe decline in service sta- 
tion pump orders. © * 

The A. O. Smith Electric Mo- 
tor Division experienced its 
first down year in ten years of 
substantial growth, Smith said. 
Although the division was still 
profitable, overstocking in the 
air-conditioning industry in 1970 
led to a slowdown in orders in 
1971. The division manufactures 
motors for the air-conditioning 
and industrial refrigeration 
markets. 

Another adverse impact in 
1971 was increased interest ex- 
pense. 

Considering the turbulent con- 
ditions the company faced in 
1971, Smith said, the year was 
fairly good for A. O. Smith. 
“We showed good profit im- 
provement and I believe we are 
poised for continuing growth.”

It 
already has provided some per- 
sons with 8, 10, 12 years of 
extra life.” 

To Present Plagues 
Judge Gitchoff said donations 


need not be too high, and that 
some business and _ industrial 
leaders have contributed $50 
to $100. He said plagues will 
be presented to the larger con- 
tributors. 

He said contributions may be 
mailed to him at the Granite 
City, Madison or Venice city 
halls, with checks made pay- 
able to’ the Madison County 
Heart Fund.

Last year she was remarried 
quietly, this time to an Ameri- 
can born in New York but 
raised in Los Angeles, Burt Av- 
edon. He formerly was general 
manager of Eve of Roma cos- 
metics, for whom the princess 
also worked, but now is a gen- 
eral manager for European 
STP. 

The author, who insists ‘there 
is no excuse for looking like a 
frump in public—not even to 
pick up toothpaste in a drug- 
sore,"’ believes the woman who 
cares about herself does not be- 
come a beauty recluse at 40, but 
takes hormones, does exercises 
and has a face-lift to improve 
upon aging. 

She also believes in preven- 
tive cosmetic surgery—“having 
a little tuck here and there be- 
fore the face really goes.” 

Choice in Looks 

Her point is that today women 
have a choice about the way 
they are going to look. 

“Plastic surgery,” she pre- 
dicted, “will become an impor- 
tant part of beauty for’ almost 
everyone in the next 10-15 
years. It will become normal 


procedure, not just luxury, par. 
ticularly in the United States, 
and particularly for those who 
are in the public eye.” 

Luciana, with her straight and 
beautiful nose that is indeed a 
credit to her surgeon, and her 
slender figure, a credit to’ her 
personal gymnast, doesn’t care 
where the credit goes. 

Making the effort is what 
counts to her. She belives wom- 
en should seek beauty first of 
all for themselves, second’ for 
the men in their lives, because 
beauty gives women confidence. 

“Becoming involved deeply in 
any discipline — and beauty, 
above all, is discipline —,” she 
said, “takes you outside of your- 
self. 

“Beauty is. something you 
learn at a certain age.

, Home seamtresses who find 
“the process of shrinking wool- 
ens before sewing a nuisance, 
will «gon find that problem el- 
iminated. 

The textile industry has de- 
veloped a process to stabilize 
wool and wool-blend fabrics to 
a residual shrinkage to 4 to 1 
percent. 

The traditional cold - water 
shrinking and steam-sponging 
techniques usually applied to 
woolens and worsteds result in 
a possible 3- to 4-percent shrink- 
age. 

Unlike some previous stabil- 
ization processes, the new tech- 


mique does not affect the hand 


sof the fabric. 

The process yet to be 
named — involves spraying the 
fabric with a specially de- 
veloped resin. In addition to de- 
creasing the shrinkage, the pro- 
cess stabilizes treated fabric 
against various humidity and 
temperature changes that cause 
ballooning and puckering.

Voluntary Family Planning 
Service Subject of Study 


.The practical aspect of oper- 
ating a voluntary Family Plan-* 
ning Service in the Quad-City 
area, designed primarily to ac- 
comodate ‘low income families 
and women between the ages 
of 15 and 44, is the subject of a 
feasibility study now being con- 
ducted here. 

Mrs. Susan Criminger, direc- 
tor of planning for the Madison 
County Economic Opportunity 
Commission, said the possibility 
of establishing such a program 
in the Quad-Cities “appears 

Representatives fromi the 
county anti-poverty agency 
presently are discussing the 
Family Planning program with 
key groups in the local com- 
munities, including ministers, - 
church women: and_others. 

Organizations interested in 
learning more about the serv- 
ices offered through the pro- 
gram may contact Mrs. Crim- 
inger, at 1-656-8240. 

Purpose of the Family Plan- 
ning Service is “to provide 
couples who would not ordin- 
arily have sources available to 
them with a choice on the num- 
ber and the spacing of their 
children. 

Counseling Provided 

Additionally, the client is ad-. 
vised of alternative family plan- 
ning methods, together with 
counseling and coordinated re- 
ferral services to meet related 
family needs. 

If the current investigation 
indicates a local program would 
be beneficial, the county anti- 
poverty agency is prepared to 
submit a proposal to the Illinois 
Council for Family Planning 
regional office in Chicago, Mrs. 
Criminger said. 

Family Planning Services 
programs are financed through 
the U. S. Department of Health, 
Education and Welfare. 

Estimated cost involved in 
establishing a program here is 
between $60,000 and $80,000. Al- 
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most the entire amount would 
be financed with federal funds, 
with exception of a minimal 
percentage in iécal “in-kind” 
contributions, the planning di- 
rector said. ; 

The Quad-Cities was selected 
as one of two primary target 
areas within Madison County. 
The second area—Alton—has a 
similar proposal now under 
consideration submitted through 
the Illinois Children and Family 
Services agency, - Mrs. Crim- 
inger noted. 

Miss Donna Betts, a_case- 
worker for Children and Family 
Services, is assisting the EOC 
staff in collecting necessary 
data for the Quad-City proposal, 
it was learned. 

Proposes Clinic 

Two methods of implement- 
ing a Family Planning Service 
here, Mrs. Criminger explained, 
would be to set up a perm- 
anent clinic facility, staffed by 
area physicians on a part-time 
basis, perhaps on a twice-week- 
ly examining day schedule, she 
speculated. A licensed practical 
nurse would be on duty at 
other times. ‘ 

Another procedure ‘would be 
to work through a counseling- 
referral program only, with 
those paticipating referred to 
pre-designated local physicians 
for needed: services. 

Formation of an advisory 
board, composed of Quad-City* 
residents, to provide commun- 
ity guidance and planning for 
the program also would lend 
direction and give impact to 
the staff, she sa‘d. 

Several residual benefits have 
been noted in communities 
where Family Planning Serv- 
ices are operatiiig, Mrs. Crim- 
inger commentec. 

Early detection of cancer and 
venereal disease in participants 
undergoing physical examina- 
tions is made possible. Psychol- 
ogical or emotional problems 
and related poor health factors 
could be referréd to existing 
agencies and thé’ medical pro- 
fession when untovered. 

Overall, the Family Planning 
Service program is designed 
to prevent a breakdown in the 
family structure; to help aid 
those. without rieans to help 
themselves to et assistance 
from other eitablished- re- 
sources in the erea, Mrs. Crim- 
inger said.

Farmers Must File 
Employe Withholding 


Farmers have until Jan. 31 
to report Social Security taxes 
withheld from their employes’ 
wages during 1971, Jay G. Phil- 
Pott, District Director of In- 
ternal Revenue for Central and 
Southern Illinois, announced. 

The reports should be filed 
on Form 943, Employer's An- 
nual Tax Return for Agricul- 
tural Employees. 


Mr. Philpott said that any 
farmer who pays an employe 
cash wages of $150 or more a 
year must withhold Social Se- 
curity taxes. These taxes also 
must be withheld oni wages un- 
der $150 for any person hired 
20 days or more a year. 

For tax purposes, a farm em- 
ployer includes anyone who fur- 
nishes and pays workers to per- 
form agricultural labor on his 
behalf or for someone else. Mr. 
Philpott said a “crew leader” 
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is an employer under this defi- 
nition. 

The 1971 Social Security tax 
rate is 10.4% of the first $7,800 
of taxable wages paid a farm 
employe. Half the tax is paid 
by the. farmer and the other 
half by the employee. 

Farmers must give a W-2 
every worker they pay $60) or 
wage and tax statement to ev- 
ery worker they pay $600 or 
more a year. Employes paid 
less than $600 should receive a 
statement covering their Social 
Security taxes, Mr. Philpott 
said.

American Iror’ and Steel In- 
stitute reports tiiat the nation’s 
steelmakers had 429,765 on pay- 
rolls in November. This was 
down from 429,988 the previous 
month and was 105,838 below 
the industry’s 1971 peak em- 
ployment total in June. 

Although the jotal number of 
persons holding jobs with steel 
companies wag \jown in Novem- 
ber, the number of hourly wage 
earners rose slightly — the first 
such increase since May. The 
industry's average work week 
for wage earners also in- 
creased, from 34.4 hours during 
October to 35.6*hours in No- 
vember. 

Both total industry payroll 
costs and employment costs per 
hour also rose ditring the same 
period. , 

Highlights of the Institute's 
steel industry employment re- 
port included:

Springfield—To make it easier 
for out-of-state residents to use 
Illinois’ natural resources, the 
state conservation department 
is going to go out of the state 
to provide information and sell 
permits, 

Bill Miller, of the depart- 
ment’s law enforcement divi- 
sion, said the department is 
currently readying a display to 
be shown inthe next few weeks 
at a boat show in St. Louis. 
Fisheries, conservation and 
wildlife resources staff will be 
on hand to answer questions and 
sell non-resident permits to 
Missouri residents who plan to 
cross over into Illinois to use 
facilities, particularly at Carl- 
yle Reservoir. 

The visit is one of a series 
of appearances scheduled for 
department displays. Two units 
will be set up at the Chicago 
Boat Show at the end of this 
month and will be returned to 
Chicago for the Sport, Travel 
and Vacation Show later. 

One unit of the department's 
public information system has 
representatives of the divi- 
sions of fisheries, wildlife re- 
sources and park interpretation 
programs, as well as other con- 
servation personnel. 

The other unit has “every- 
body with anything to do with 
boating,” inzluding representa- 
tives of the state police, Coast 
Guard, the Power Squad and 
conservation department mem- 
bers, to answer questions about 
any aspect of boating, licensing 
or hauling. 

“Conservation department law 
enforcement people can’t tell 
someone, for instance, about 
the speed limits for hauling boat 
trailers on highways,” Miller 
said. 

“We have Coast Guard rep- 
resentatives to inform people of 
current federal regulations and 
Power Squad and Coast Guard 
auxiliary personnel can answer 
questions about the proficiency 
courses they offer. 

“We hope we can answer any 
question anyone remotely inter- 
ested in boats might have, all 
in one stop.

Income Disclosure Law 


Will Affect 


By CARL CARSTENS

Springfield — Thousands of 

persons will have to file in- 
qpme disclosure statements 
when new ethics legsilation 
passed by the General Assem- 
bly becomes effective July 1. 

Besides legislators, state 
elected officials and candidates 
for those posts, members of 
any commission or board cre- 
ated by the State Constitution, 
persons whose appointment to 
office must be confirmed by 
the Senate and members of 
such state agencies as the 
Board of Higher Education,- the 
Board of Regents or the Toll 
Highway Authority also must 
file. 

All levels of the judiciary 
must file. 

State employes making 
$20,000 a year or more must 
file, excluding teachers but 
including university admin- 
istrators. 

Virtually all local govern- 
ment agencies where deci- 
sions are made are under 
the new ethics legislation. 
The requirements are the 
same whether board mem- 
bers are salaried or non- 
salaried. 

Agencies included in the new 
legislation are school boards, 
city councils, county boards and 
other elected city and county 
officials, township elected off 
cials, and special districts such 
as park systems and sanitary 
districts. 

The requirements cover those 
who are appointed to their po- 
sitions as well as those who 
are elected. 

Candidates for election to 
any of these posts also must 
file statements. 

Persons appointed to a 
zoning board, zoning board 
of appeals or to official 
plan commissions also must 
disclose income sources. 

All institutions under the jur- 
isdiction of the Junior College 
Board, junior college adminis- 
trators and other non-teaching

Persons employed by schol . 
districts or units of local gov- 
ernment who aren't teachers 
and make more than $20,000 a 
year must file.

All of the disclosure state- 
ments will be open to public in- 
spection. However, persons 
wishing to examine them must 
fill out a form identifying him- 
self and giving. a reason for the 
inspection.

Lead Pollution Rising

Springfield Increasing 
amounts of lead -are being 
found in the air, and soil and 
even in Lake Michigan bottom 
sediments in Illinois, the In- 
stitute for Environmental Qual- 
ity has reported. 

‘The report noted that “‘con- 
trol strategies are required” but 
added that federal require- 
ments currently prevent the 
state from taking meaningful 
steps to reduce the single most 
serious source of lead emis- 
sion—fumes from leaded gaso- 
line exhausts. 


The report, reléased. by In- 
stitute Director Michael 
Schneiderman, wag compiled at 
the University of Illinois by a 
group headed by John E. Pear- 
son, professor of general, civil 
and nuclear engineering. 

Not only are amounts of lead 
in the Illinois environment in- 
creasing substantially, Schnei- 
derman said, but the dangers 
they pose are far more measur- 
able in urban than in rural 
areas. . 

Pearson listed six ‘‘practical” 
steps as essential. to effectively 
curb the amounts of lead to 
which Illinois residents are be- 
ing exposed. These included: 

Drastic reduction in use 

, of leaded’ gasoline. 

Banning of lead water- 
pipes, through amended 
plumbing codes. 

Protection’ of children 
from access to walls and 
other surfaces bearing lead- 
ed paints. 

Less use of lead arsenate 
pesticides. 

Control of lead particulate 
emissions by industry. 

Research on the effect on 
health of low levels of lead. 


Noting that “lead in the en- 
vironment inevitably leads to 
lead in man,” the report adds 
that urban man today bears 
100 times more lead in his body 
than a man from a lead free 
environment. 

The report finds that lead in 
drinking water is. so far not 
apparently a significant prob- 
lem in Illindis, exeept in older 
buildings where lead pipe is 
used in water delwery systems. 

Primary sources of lead in 
the human body awe’ food and 
air, the report says, adding 
that “approximately 98% of the 
lead in the atmosphere is the 
result of the exhausts of lead 
fumes from automobiles. 

“Abatement of the automo- 
tive source would be instru- 
mental in reducirig pollution 
levels in food ahd viater as well 


as in air and in reducing the 
total exposure to man.” 

Since most lead emissions in 
the air come from gasoline ad- 
ditives, and since federal law 
severely restricts the rights of 
a state to control these additives, 
Schneiderman said, “We are 
asking the federal government 
to use its exclusive power in 
this area to provide maximum 
control. 

“Illinois is a national leader 
among the states in air pollu- 
tion control. Yet we are de- 
nied the power to use our ef- 
fective pollution control ma- 
chinery to control the most im- 
portant source of lead pollu- 
tion.” 

Total effect of lead accumu- 
lations on human is not known. 

Understanding of the nature, 


effect and treatment of acute . 


lead poisoning has been de- 
veloped, but most urban resi- 
dents with elevated lead blood 
levels do not have sufficient 
amounts to cause lead poison- 
ing, Schneiderman said. 

He added that poisoning at 
lower levels may cause chronic 
illness which are not now un- 
derstood. 


Farmers Eligible for 
1972 Feed Grain Base 


A new farm feed grain base 
may be established for the 1972 
program year for farms that 
did not have a 1971 feed grain 
base if they meet eligibility re- 
quirements, Cliff Losch of the 
Madison . County. Agricultural 
Stabilization-Conservation Com- 
mittee announced. 

A 1972 feed grain base will 
be established automatically for 
all farms that had a base in 
1971. 

To be eligible for a new farm 
feed grain base, the operator 
must expect to recive 50 per- 
ment or more of his income 
from farming. Neither the own- 
er or the operator may have an 
interest in any other farm 
which has a 1972 feed grain 
base, and the person making ap- 
plication must have had experi- 
ence in growing feed grains in 
at least one of the last three 
years and in two of the last five 
years. 

Applications for a new farm 
feed grain base must be filed 
in the County Office on or before 
Feb, 29, 1972. Any interested 
producer who can meet these 
requireemnts should contact the 
county, office before the final 
date for filing an application.

Vietnam era veterans: have 
begun moving into positions of 
responsibility on the Veterans 
Administration’s top appeals 
board. 

Lawrence R. Pierce Jr., 
chairman of the Board of Vet- 
erans Appeals in Washington, 
D. C., discloses that he has 30 
attorneys, one. physician and- 
four supervisory administrative 
employes on his staff, all of 
whom are. Vietnam era veter- 


ans, 

Currently, the board is com- 
posed of 20 physicians, 126 
attorneys, and 154 administra- 
tive support personnel. In addi- 
tion to the expertise available 
within its own staff, the board 
receives independent opinions 
from’ medical experts who are 
faculty members in 67 leading 
medical schools. Pierce said 
that the board handles about 
27,000 appeal cases annually. 

The majority of cases heard 
are presented without fee by 
trained experts retained by ma- 
jor veterans service organiza- 
tions. Many veterans personally 
appear before the board in 
Washington with their represen- 
tatives. 

To make it even more con- 
venient, the board has “travel 
boards” out of Washington. 
These normally consist of two 
attorneys and a physician. Only 
those cases scheduled and com- 
pletely developed for hearing 
several weeks in advance of the 
“travel boards” will be heard, 
Pierce stresses. 

These formal hearings are 
usually held in Veterans Admin- 
istration Regional Offices.

Springfield — Illinois Republi- 
cans are not frightened by the 
distinct possibility that U. S. 
Sen. Adlai E. Stevenson III 
may be on the 1972 ballot as the 
Democratic candidate for vice 
president, Most would welcome 
it. 

It has long been taken for 
granted at the Statehouse that 
Stevenson is trying hard for the 
number two spot this year as 
another big step toward his ul- 
timate ambition of reaching the 
goal that twice eluded ‘his fa- 
ther, the White House itself. 

At his Springfield news con- 
ference, U. S. Sen. Edmund S. 
Muskie of Maine, front-running 
candidate for the 1972 Demo- 
cratic nomination for President, 
made it clear he would welcome 
the boost the Stevenson name 
would give his own candidacy. 


Stevenson would probably 
be an asset nationally for 
Muskie,’ but whether he 
would do him much good in 
Illinois is a debatable ques- 
tion, 

Most Statehouse Republicans 
would welcome a Stevenson na- 
tional candidacy. Not only do 
they not fear it would hurt the 
chances of the GOP state tick- 
et, but think it might very well 
be an asset. 

Most are certain that it would 
measurably boost the prospects 
of President Richard M. Nixon 
for carrying Illinois. 

To them it is a case of the 
name game is reverse. 

They cite the parallel of the 
elder Stevenson, Adlai II, who 
won election for governor in 
1948 by more than half-a-million 
votes, but lost the state when 
running for president four years 
later. 

The late Dwight D. Eisen- 
hower beat Stevenson by 440,000 
votes in Illinois in 1952 and del- 
uged him in a second-test in 
1956 by 847,645 votes. 

Statehouse Republicans, 
some Democrats, reason that 
while Illinoisans may vote for 
a Stevenson for a state office, 
they shy away from advancing 
them to the White House or the 
immediate proximity thereof. 

There is also a feeling be- 
neath the Capitol Dome that 
Adlai III, like Adlai Il, has 
won in politics as much by 
luck as anything. 

The elder Stevenson won 
his only race in Illinois 
against the late Republican 
Gov. Dwight H. Green, who 
was trying to break the 
third consecutive term bar- 
rier and was hampered by 
scandals as well. 

There was a big anti-vote in 
Illinois in 1948 which sent the 
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Democrats into all state offices 
and enabled ‘President Harry S. 

Truman to narrowly edge out 
Republican Thomas E. Dewey, 
who had been heavily favored 
to carry Hlinois all during the 
campaign. 

Adlai LI also began his poli- 
tical career under a favorable 
star. 

Scoring heavily in the name 
game, he led the ticket in that 
unique at-large election of all 
members of the Illinois House 
in 1964 as Democrats swept the 
state behind the colossal Lyndon 
B, Johnson landslide win over 
Republican Barry M, Gold- 
water. 

Johnson even topped Eisen- 
hower’s 1965 plurality over 
Adlai Il, carrying Illinois by 
890,887 votes. 

Young Adlai’s biggest po- 
litical accomplishment on., 
his own was his victory for 
state treasurer in 1966 when 
he was the only one of 
three statewide Democrats 
to win. | 
He nosed out Harris Rowe of 

Jacksonville by 39,655 votes 
while Republican Charles -H. 
Percy was unseating veteran 
Democrat Sen. Paul H. Douglas 
by 422,302 votes and Ray Page 
was drubbing Democrat Donald 
M, Prince by 299,912 votes in 
the race for state superintend- 
ent of. public instruction, 

It is still debated in Illinois 
political circles as to whether 
Rowe made as effective a cam- 
paign as he might have . or 
whether a stronger GOP candi- 
date would have beaten Stev- 
enson.

Construction Permits 


__A majority bloc of the Gran- 
ite City Council failed last 
week to myster enough votes 
to override a mayoralty veto 
of council action requiring 
special inspections of drainage 
facilities before building per- 
mits could be issued in the 
eastern area of the city. 

An effort to keep the measure 
on the books followed annourice- 
ment by Mayor Donald Partney 
that he was vetoing the biil 
because he considered it a det- 
errent to “progress and future 
growth of the city.” 

The action killed a resolution 
that was a controversial issue 
before the council for nearly. 
two months before it was. given 
final passage in the Jan. 3 
council meeting. Efforts to pass 
the resolution were delayed in 
three consecufive council ses- 
sions. The bill finally was 
placed on first readingggpec. 
27, and passed the following 
week, 

The measure prohibited is- 
suance of building permits in 
that part of the city east of 
the Nameoki Drainage Canal 
unless inspections by the city 
inspector and the city council’s 
Special Sewer Committee estab- 


lished that drainage facilities’ 


for proposed construction were 
adequate. 
Caused Flooding 

Proponents of the measure 
insisted that construction work 
in the past that entailed filling 
in of natural drainage channels 
while at the same time creating 
greater stormwater runoff in 
heavy rains was responsible for 
flooding in the eastern and 
northeastern section of the city, 
particularly in the Lynch-Vesci 
Avenue area. 

Inspection of areas in which 
future building is proposed. to 
determine if drainage facilities 
are sufficient to prevent flood- 
ing would prevent repetition of 
the problem, backers of the bill 
maintained. 

Mayor Partney opposed the 
bill from the beginning, al- 
though the measure was spon- 
sored by Alderman Thomas 
Boker of the Seventh Ward, one 
of the mayor’s principal allies 
in most council issues. 

In announcing his veto of the 
resolution, the mayor told the 






resolution would reduce 
building and cut city revenue. 
It is my feeling that it will hold 
back the future growth of the 
city. Our future growth lies 
to the east of us. I would like 
to see the city expand clear to 
the bluffs, as I am sure it 
someday will.” 

Alderman Emerald Dawes 
who had joined with Boker in 





obtaining passage of the mea- 
sure, replied that the regulation 
“would not stop building in any 
way + It would control it. 
Something has to be done out 
there to improve drainage con- 
dition: 

The mayor pointed out that 
the city will drain the northeast 
area, but that a restriction on 
building was not the way to do 
it. 








Moves to Override 

Dawes presented a motion to 
override Mayor Partney’s veto 
and Alderman, ;Paul Schuler 
gave it a second,: 

Surprisingly endugh, on a roll 
call vote, Boker, principal pro- 
ponent of the bill, voted against 
overriding the veto. His vote 
brought Aldermen Roy Poulos 
and Claude Green to their feet 
asking that their Votes in favor 
of overriding the veto be 
changed to “no” votes. 

“If the alderman of the ward 
involved (Boker): doesn’t go 
along with this, then I want to 
change my vote to no,” Poulos 
said. Green also changed his 
vote. 

The motion to override the 
veto failed by a -vote of 7 to 5 
in favor, with two council mem- 
bers absent. A two-thirds ma- 
jority or 10 votes were neces- 
sary to kill the veto. 

Voting against overriding 
the veto were Aldermen 
Boker, Poulos, Green, R. E. 
Robertson and Everett Morlen. 
Voting in favor were Aldermen 
Clyde Boyd, Sam Whitmer, Paul 
Schuler, Steve Basarich, Frank 
Greenwald, Emerald, Dawes and 
William Dallas. Alderman Wal- 
ter Nonn and Gerald . Parmley 
were absent.

County Proposes 
Mobile Home Tax 


An ordinance establishing a 
privilege tax on occupants of 
mobile homes was placed on 
first reading by the’ Madison 
County Board of Supervisors 
ast week and will be up for 
final adoption at its meeting 
next month, = 

The tax will be 15 cents per 
square foot on each mobile 
home in the county, with the 
average amount totaling $45 to 
$50 per year, The rate will be 
reduced to 10 cents a square 
foot for the elderly. 


The new tax will replace the 
property tax or any other tax 
on the trailers. The owner of 
every mobile home will be re- 
quired to file a registration 
form with the county treasurer 
before June 1, accompanied by 
a receipt for taxes paid for the 
current tax year 

The penalty for failure to 
register will be a fine of up to 
$100 for each day of violation. 

The ordinance also provides 
a mobile home park license fee 
of $50 per year. 

The board also amended the 
mobile home park code easing 
regulations on service and utili- 
ty requirements 

Objecting to the two meas- 
ures was Dominic Meyer of 
Collinsville, head of the Madi- 
son County Mobile Home Asso- 
ciation. He asked that they be 
delayed a month to permit his 
group to study the new require- 
ments and to discuss them with 
the county committee. 

Dan Churovich of Granite 
City, chairman of the invsetiga- 
tion and license committee, 
said the privilege tax ordinance 
is identical with a -new state 
statute which was adopted with 
the support of the state mobile 
home association, and that the 
down-graded code requirements 
had been negotiated with*the 
county group.

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Changes in Tax Laws Explaitied, 


; (internal Revenue Service) 


Q) What is the personal ex- 
emption for 1971? 

A) The Revenue Act of 1971 
increased the allowance for per- 
sonal exemption to $675 for the 
1971 tax year. 

Q) My son earned more than 
$675 from a summer job last 
year. Can I still claim him as 
a dependent? 

A) If your son was a full-time 
student regardless of age for 
some part of each of any five 
months of 1971 or was less than 
19 years old at the end of the 
year, you can claim-him as a 
dependent regardless of how 
much money he made, provided 
you meet all the other depen- 
dency tests, including furnish: 
ing over one-half of your son’s 
total support. 

Q) I received a refund on my 
1970 state income tax in 1971. 
Do I have to report this as in- 
come on my 1971 federal income 
tax return? 

A) You must. include in in- 
come for the year of receipt 
that part of the refund that gave 
you a tax benefit in the earlier 
year. 

For example, if you took a 
deduction for state income taxes 
on your 1970 federal income tax 
return and received the full 
benefit of the deduction through 
a reduction in tax, you must in- 
clude the refund as income on 
your 1971 federal return. 

On the other hand, if you did 
not deduct state income taxes 
on your 1970 federal return, the 
refund is not be included on 
your 1971 federal return. 

Q) Are all medical expenses 
deductible? 

A) No. 

Except for medical insurance 
premiums, only those unreim- 
bursed medical expenses you 
paid that exceed three percent 
of your adjusted gross income 
are deductible. 

In addition, medical expenses 
are deductible only if you item- 
ize your deductions. 


You may deduct fialf of your 
medical insurance ptemiums up 
‘to $150 without rej‘ard to the 
three percent lim'tation with 
the balance also: deductible 
subject to the three percent 
rule. f 

Payments for médicines and 
drugs may be inclided in your 
medical expenses ‘nly to the 
extent they exceed*one percent 
of your adjusted gi bss income. 

This excess is '1en subject 
to the three percer; limitation. 

Q) How much nioney can I 
,earn before I have to file a 
federal income tax, return? 

A) You must fil: a federal 
income tax return if you are 
single and had income of $1,700 
or more last year (32,300 if you 
are 65 or older) ‘o, if you are 
married and you. and your 
spouse’s combined: income is 
$2,300 or more ($2,900 if one 
spouse is 65 or older, $3,500 if 
both of you are 65-or older). 

If you are self-e/nployed and 
had net earnings fom self-em- 
ployment of $400 0° more, you 
must file a federal income tax 


return. 
Q Will the IR¢ still figure 
my tax for me? ° 

‘A) If your adjuged gross in- 
come is $20,000 or |2ss and con- 
sists only of wage’: or salaries 
and tipg, dividen'{s, interest, 
pensions, and annu ties, the IRS 
will be glad to com) ,ute your tax 
at your request. (4 

However, you must take the 
standard deductior’ instead of 
itemizing your deductions, fill 
in certain lines, <‘id file your 
return by April'17, to have the 
IRS do the figurin ‘ for you.

Howlett-Give Police Support in 
Their Increasingly Hazardous. Job 


Talk by Michael J, How- 
lett, Illinois State Auditor of 
Public Accounts, Thursday 
night at Ottawa, IIL, during 
the 25th annual policemen- 
firemen banquet * sponsored 
by the Starved Rock 
Knights of Columbus Coun- 
cil: 

The occupation of a police of- 
ficer is becoming hazardous; 
were murdered in the line of 
duty last month. 

According to FBI reports, 
there were 125 policemen killed 
in performance of duty during 
1971. 

‘That is a new record, 25% 
higher than the previous’ year. 
Since 1961, there have been 758 
local, county and state law en- 
forcement officers rhurdered in 
the United States. 

Twenty-four officers were 
killed last year responding 
to robbery calls. Twenty 
others were ambushed. An- 
other 20 were kill by resist- 
ers to traffic arrests. 

Nine others were killed 
handling disturbance prob- 
lems. Seven were killed by 
mentally deranged persons. 
Nine were killed investigat- 
ing suspicious circumstanc- 
es. Seven were killed in 
burglary attempts. 

Seven were Killed by pris- 
oners in their custody. An- 
other 22 were killed trying 
to make ,arrests for crimes 
other than robbery or bur- 
glary. 

Crime has been rising through- 
out the United States. 

During the decade from 1960 
to 1970, it rose 14 times as fast 
as the population. 

‘The first job of policemen is 
to protect the lives and property 
of citizens. 

It is a thin, blue line, and it 
can hold its ground only if 
backed up solidly by the people 
being protected. 

To help them enforce the law 
effectively, we must provide 
modern, professional training 
for our police officers. 

Police administration is a sci-' 
ence. It involves planning, co- 
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ordination, manpower, 
ment, budgeting. 

We should not @xpect police- 
men to take on what are not 
police jobs. We ask them to 
inspect’ buildings, shelter pets, 
register bicycles and cars, hand 
out parking tickets and handle 
crowds at public events. 

We should not be asking them 
to serve as clerks or in jobs 
that nonprofessionals could han- 
dle. 

We live in turbulent times. 
Social changes aré in progress. 
The policeman is the man who 
must face them most often and 
stand between us and the tur- 
bulence. 

The policeman. must catch 
criminals while it the same 
time respecting t e contitution- 
al freedom of thevindividual he 
may be trying to arrest. How 
well hé can handle ‘his duty de- 
pends largely on how weil he 
is prepared for it. 

If he is a trained professional, 
with a professional's compensa- 
tion and opportunity to advance, 
he can handle crisis with 


equip- 


. authority. 


Police officers, like our 
fighting men overseas, are 
entitled to feel the Ameri- 
can. people are backing 
them up. 

The strength of our soci- 
ety is its respect.for law, 
and it starts with respect 
for the police officer.

“How does Illinois’ over-all 
state tax climate compare with 
neighboring states since the en- 
actment of the state income tax 
two years ago?” is a question 
often asked of the staff of the 
Taxpayers’ Federation of Illi- 
nois. 

The Federation's soon-to-be 
released Illinois Tax Climate 
will give some comparative an- 
swers to “the question. 


In 1970, personal income 
in Illinois amounted to $50,- 
131,000,000 and state taxes 
for fiscal 1971 totaled $3, 
142,311,000. 

A process of arithmetic 
shows that state taxes in 
Illinois took 6.27% of per- 
sonal income, 

In Indiana, state taxes 
took 5.36% of personal in- 
come; in Iowa, 6.11%; Ken- 





tucky, 7.68%; Michigan, 
7.08%; Missouri, 4.76%; 
Ohio, 4.18%; Tennessee, 


6.10%; and Wisconsin, 

8.70%, 

The only state in the ‘above 
comparison not levying an. in- 
come tax in fiscal 1971 was 
Ohio (that state recently en- 
acted an income tax). 

In Illinois for fiscal 1971, the 
corporate income tax produced 
4.94%, of total state taxes while 
the individual income tax pro- 
duced 24.61% of total state tax 
receipts.

County Executive 
System Studied 
In Some Areas 


By RAY SERATI

Springfield—More and more 
Illinois counties are looking at 
the possible new form of county 
government now available to 
the counties. 

The General Assembly passed 
a law allowing the counties to 
adopt the new system of gov- 
ernment—commonly called the 
‘county executive system of gov- 
ernment. 

The form of government is 
allowed under the home rule 
section for local government in 
the new state constitution. 

In order for counties to par- 
ticipate under the home rule 
section, they have to adopt the 
county executive system of gov- 
ernment. 

State officials report that 
more and more counties from 
throughout Illinois have been 
sending inquiries to the capitol 
about the-county executive sys- 
tem. The officials say the in- 
quiries are coming from coun- 
ties of all population size. 

Several northeastern counties 
already have expressed desires 
to venture into the new type 
government. 

The county executive 
form of government in a 
way resembles the strong 
mayor type of government 
for municipalities. 

The county executive 
would be hired by the coun- 
ty board. 

He would take over two 
jobs which have become 
major stumbling blocks for 
counties — purchasing and 
budgeting. 

These two-items have become 
major concerns on the county 
level especially in recent years. 
As county officials try. to 
stretch the tax dollar, budget- 
ing has become an important 
facet of the day-to-day opera- 
tions. 

Among the duties of the coun- 
ty executive would be appoint- 
ments and presiding over coun- 
ty board meetings. 

Formation of the county ex- 
ecutive system must come 
through a referendum of the 
voters. The proposal must win 
the approval of the public be- 
fore it can be established. 

To date, state officials indi- 
cate they do not know if any 
counties are proceeding with 
referendum plans.

SIU Explorers Climb Sierra Madres To: Find Hidden Beauty in Caverns

A broken down car in the re- 
mote Sierra Madres Oriental 
Mountains of Southeastern Mex- 
ico and a corifrontation with a 
hungry Jaguar were just two 
experiences long to be remem- 
bered by a group of Southern 
Illinois University students who 
traveled to Mexico on a spe- 
lunking expedition. 

In the group was Alexia C. 
Cochrane, the daughter of Mr. 
and Mrs. J. C.. Cochrane, 2730 
State St., a junior: at SIU-Car- 
bondale and an. ardent spelunk- 
er (cave explorer). 

Miss Cochrane, a foreign lan- 
guage major who speaks fluent 
Spanish, accompanied the party 
as official interpreter, but end- 
ed up as good will ambassador, 
part-time cook and, most impor- 
tant—bargaining agent. 

The Granite, City girl recently 
received the SIU :Activity Semes- 
ter Scholarship Award. She also 
has qualified for the President's 
Scholar, denoting academic 
achievement. . 


Dedicated Spelunkers 

One of her more unusual and 
exciting hobbies is the art of 
spelunking (cave exploring). 
She is a member of the National 
Spelological Society and the Lit- 
tle Egypt Student Grotto. 

Miss Cochrane notes the SIU 
spelunkers convene for planning 
meetings and to prepare their 
extensive equipment at a ‘‘ram- 
shakle, run-down old house’ in 
Carbondale, tactfully, but truth- 
fully called—the “Glory Hole.” 

Their more practical sessions 
during which the skills required 
of a successful and safety-con- 
scious spelunket are practiced, 
take place on the white bluffs in 
Shawnee National Forest, near 
Grand Tower, Ill. 

Climb Bluff Face 

The bluff face is sheer and 
offers an excellant chance to be- 
come proficient in rapelling — 
ascending anil descending the 
cliff walls — a technique vital 
to spelunking: in its more ad- 
vanced form.

The students also prepared for 
their Mexican expedition by ex- 
ploring many new, caves in Mis- 
souri — a state honeycombed 
with known and undiscovered 
caves, Miss Cochrane noted. 

Arriving at the port of entry 
in Mexico, the young people 
quickly learned the value of se- 
curing accurate information in 
advance of the trip. 

Those still minors were re- 
quired to produce a documented 
letter of authority from their 
parents, granting permission to 
make the journey, and a mini- 
mum of $100 in U. S. currency, 
the Granite City’ student ex- 
plained. . 

Craggy Peaks, Jungle = - 

‘The group proceeded t¢-South- 
eastern Mexico by auto—their 
destination the rugged Sierra 
Madre Oriental Mountains, a 
range of craggy peaks and 
dense tropical jungle. . Travel 
was slow, along narrow primi- 
tive roads, populated by wan- 
dering animals — cows, goats, 
burros and less passive species. 

Driving at night was definitely 
discouraged, Miss Cochrane re- 
calls. Night travel terminated 
abruptly after a car ke down 
on evening and some went look- 
ing for help, got lost in the jun: 
gle and weres talked by a prowl- 
ing Jaguar (Mexican leopard) 
with an appetite. 

“The following day we were 
told by the natives never to go 


into the jungle at night. We 
didn’t again,” the local girl 
said. 


Exotic Birds, Flowers 

Students carried and prepared 
their own food on the trip, or 
lived off the land. Oranges, ba- 
nanas and other tropical fruits 
were plentiful in the jungle, 
which was alive with’ beautiful 
birds, parrots, exotic butterflies 
in rainbow colors and brilliant 
flowers. 

The people in Mexico were 
most warm and friendly and 
proved delighted when Miss 
Cochrane conversed with them 
in their native tongue. 

As usual, the normal prices 
spiyaled upward when the “tur- 
istas” arrived, so a great deal 
of bargaining was necessary on 
all purchases, she commented. 
The fact that one peso (Mexican 
dollar) is worth 814 cents Ameri- 
can money merely confused the 
issue, 

But everything turned out 
very pleasant and the students 
were invited to take part in the 
village Christmas festival, which 





always is celebrated in the town 


square. 
Little children carrying light- 
ed candles and singing Christ- 
mas carols create a heartwarm- 
ing scene as they proudly pa 
rade around the square before 
their families, the visitor said. 
Miss Cochrane was asked to 
break the “pinada,” a large 
paper bird or animal stuffed 
with candy and small coins for 
the youngsters. The Granite 
Cityan was ceremoniously blind- 
foulded, handed a long stick, 
spun around. several times and 
broke the pinada to the cheers 
of the villagers. 
“Shower of Emeralds” 
After exploring the Cave of 
the Dead, so named because it 
is completely ‘devoid of moisture 
or life of any kind, the SIU 
student went swimming in the 
lovely Green River—Rio Puri 
Ficacion—Purification River. 
The water was a-rich green

The 
Cave of Swallows gained its 
name because at dusk each day, 
millions of swallows dive head- 
long into the Pit, straight to 


the bottom at tremendous 
speed, to roost there for the 
night. 


The SIU spelunkers packed 
with them for-their Mexican ex- 
cursion such items as a hard 
hat, sleeping bag, tent, carbide 
miner’s lamp, climbing gear, 
‘compass, food and a back pack 
frame. The total weighed an av- 
eeage of 40 pounds. 

Another important item car- 
ried with the group was a roll 
of plastic bags. The small sacks 
are used to remove any refuse 
from the caves visited, Miss 
Cochrane explained. 


The cardinal rule of a spe-

lunker .and one followed dili- 
gently is “leave nothing here 
but your thoughts and mem- 
ories,” she Stressed. 

Miss Cochrane, who has ex- 
plored portions of the Carlsbad 
Caverns in New Mexico, not 
ordinarily open to the public, 
reports the caves of Mexico 
have living, growing rock for- 
mations of great’ spectacular 
beauty. 

Those making th ejourney into 
the Sierra Madres Oriental 
Mountains spent an average of 
60 for the entire trip. Most of 
the total amount, which was 
budgeted ahead of time, was 
expended for American gaso- 
line, she reported. 

An SIU botanist made the 
trip with the students.

Blind Fish, Wildcats 

Blind fish swim in the under- 
ground rivers and lakes found 
within the caverns and, on two 
occasions, the group encount- 
ered wildcats called “Tigrillo’’ 
or Little Tigers. 

Of special interest to the SIU 
spelunkers was the Blue Lake 
Cave — an open pit 300 feet 
deep with a lake at the bot- 
tom reaching to depths of 160 
feet. The water was bright blue 
and very clear and despite its 
great depth the lake bed was 
visible, Miss Cochrane said.
